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The amendment filed November 12, 2003 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall introduce new 
matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the original 
disclosure is as follows: The additions to paragraph 786. Applicant does not point to basis in the 
application as filed for the additions to paragraph 786. Applicants assert (response filed November 12, 
2003, page 6) that the Examiner notes that the accession numbers refer to GenBank® entries. This is 
incorrect. It was presumed in the office action mailed June 12, 2003, page 2) that the accession 
numbers are from GenBank®, but it is not explicitly stated in the application that the accession number 
are from GenBank®. It is the application that is to provide basis for the amendment. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

Claims 33-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
The claims are vague and indefinite. 

(a) The recitation of "full-length polypeptide . . . plasmid HDPSB68 in ATCC Deposit 
No. PTA840" (claim 33) is vague and indefinite because the instant application 
does not define what a full-length polypeptide is. This rejection is repeated for 
reasons already of record (e.g., Office action mailed June 12, 2003, page 3, item 
(e)). Applicants did not argue this part of this rejection. 
Claims 23-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention lacks patentable 
utility. This rejection is repeated for reasons already of record (e.g., Office action mailed June 12, 2003, 
pages 4-5). Applicants' arguments (response filed November 12, 2003, pages 7-9) are most 
unconvincing because applicants do not answer each of the criticisms outlined in the Office action mailed 
June 12, 2003). It is reiterated that the "disclosure" of a large number of hoped for uses is not a 
disclosure of a patentable utility under 35 USC § 101. To meet the utility requirement, an invention must 
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be useful in its present (i.e., as of the filing date) form (Brenner v. Manson, Supreme Court of the U.S., 
148 USPQ 689 (1966)). 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office 
action.
